Many times the defenders of the "lunar scam" write the same thing in the comments: "The Soviet station in the 
Shkolnoye village, Crimea, tracked the entire flight of Apollo 11 from start to finish, including the landing 
of astronauts on the lunar surface. Or do you not know that? " 


We, for example, do not know anything about this. Moreover, we are sure that the radio telescope in Crimea 
could not track the flight of Apollo 11, let alone the landing of astronauts on the moon. 


We, of course, know that in Crimea, 20 km from Simferopol, in the village of Shkolny, there is a TNA-400 radio 
telescope, designed to control Soviet apparatus for exploring the Moon: lunar rovers, lunar satellites and 


spacecraft for delivering lunar soil to Earth.

NIP-10 (ground measuring point No. 10) was created in Simferopol at military unit 14109 back in 1957, the 


TNA-400 antenna has a mirror diameter of 32 meters.

But with the help of this antenna it was impossible to receive "live broadcast from the Moon". Let me explain 


why. 


Just imagine that today, in February evening, our school astronomical circle has gathered. By evening It froze, 
the clouds parted, and the starry sky became clearly visible. The head of the circle brought out the school 


telescope and said: 


- Now we will put a dark gray filter on the telescope so as not to burn our eyes, and we will observe spots on the 


Sun. 


- What stains? Which Sun? All around the night! - you will be indignant and you will be right. At night, even 
through a telescope, you cannot see the Sun in any way, since it is on the other side of the Earth, on the same 


side as America. 


When it's night with us, it's day in America. When the sun illuminates America and It is day there, we cannot see 
the sun at that time, we have night. And in the same way, If the Moon is over America and Is clearly visible from 
the territory of the United States, then it is not visible from the territory of the USSR. 


The so-called "live broadcast from the moon" was specially made during "prime time’, in the evening, when the 
Americans came home from work. At this time, the Moon was over the Pacific Ocean. It was visible from the 
United States, Australia and Hawaii. The map shows radio telescopes that allegedly received live signals - these 


are the Parks and Honeysuckle Creek radio telescopes in Australia and Goldstone in California.

The diameter of the antenna of the Goldstone station in California is 70 meters, the antenna of Parks in 


Australia is 64 meters.

If at the promised hour of "live broadcast" we in the USSR sent our TNA-400 radio telescope into the sky in 
order to pick up signals from the Moon, then we would not see any Moon in the sky. We would have to be 
patient and be ready for more than 6 hours to finally wait for the moon to appear in the sky. 





The TNA-400 radio telescope is located near the Black Sea. 


During the entire "live broadcast" the Moon was not visible from the territory of the USSR. And the moment 


when Apollo 11 allegedly approached the Moon was also not visible from the territory of the USSR. 
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It's night in America, day in Europe. The moon Is over America and Is out of sight of the Soviet radio 


telescope. 


If you use the Stellarium virtual planetarium program, and set the date on July 21, 1969 (the moon went out 
according to universal time, allegedly at 02:56:15 UTC on July 21, 1969), then you can determine that only after 


3, 5-4 hours after the end of the "live broadcast" the Moon finally appeared above the horizon and became 


visible in Simferopol. The live broadcast began when it was 5 am In Moscow, and the moon rose above the 


horizon only after 1 pm. For 5 years now, this picture has been on my computer desktop. 
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On the day the Americans landed, the Moon in the Crimea became visible only after 13 noon, 4 hours 


after the end of the "live broadcast from the Moon". 


It should be noted that the radio telescope is never directed along the horizon due to the large amount of 
interference at the Earth's surface. The moon should rise noticeably above the horizon. And now, when the 
Moon rose above the horizon and became visible from the territory of Crimea, it has ceased to be observed from 
the United States. And there is simply no one to send any signals from the Moon (for example, telemetry data) 
to the Americans. In the United States, these signals will not be accepted because the Moon Is below their 
horizon. They will not repeat "live broadcast from the moon” and telemetry again, but only now for the 
inhabitants of the USSR, just as the President's New Year's congratulation is shown for the first time for the 
inhabitants of the Far East, and after 8 hours they repeat the same congratulation for residents of the European 
part of Russia. 


A simple analysis shows that the radio telescope in Crimea could not receive any signals from the Moon during 
the hours when the historic landing of astronauts on the Moon took place, even if these signals were actually 


coming. He could not receive telemetry, let alone a television report. 


Nevertheless, some well-known cosmonauts, for example, Georgy Grechko, believe that "we" received signals 
from the Americans from the moon. "We know for sure that the Americans were on the moon. When we 


received signals from the moon, we received them from the moon, not from Hollywood."

For those who are interested In this topic, I advise you to look at the detailed article photo_vlad a’ The USSR did 
not follow the Apollo flights . " This 2019 article has a follow up"Did the USSR really follow the Apollo?
